Theodore Jones, 16, and Henry Grob, 15, both from 
fatherless families who were on relief, had formed a 
club. They put their nickel-apiece dues into a cigar 
box and decided to bury the box for safekeeping in the 
floor of the tenement where Jones lived.

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Secretary’s report 





President Spence Sunderland “presents” a CONA 
speakers medal to Jeff Starck during the club’s first 
Zoom presentation. 


President Spence Sunderland called the meeting to 
order @7 PM. Since the ZOOM call with this month’s 
speaker was already set up, Spence dispatched with 
our normal meeting format...and Jeff Starck, senior 
editor at Coin World, spoke to us from his home in 
Missouri. 


Jeff talked about his view of the coin market today, 
especially world coins, and then accepted questions 
from members. Spence thanked Jeff for his time & in- 
sight and then advised Jeff that the club would be ac- 
knowledging his presentation with a medal to be sent 
to his home. (“Acting” Secretary, Chris Palmer, had 
the engraving done & mailed the medal on 1/27/22). 


At this point, the meeting proceeded, reverting to the 
normal format. Sergeant-at-Arms, Roger Serrot, was 
not present, so Gary Heberline reported there were 23 
members in attendance with 3 guests: Joddi Massullo 
& her 2 sons, Axel and Magnus. “Acting” Secretary 
Chris Palmer read the minutes from the November 
meeting, and they were accepted “as read.” 


TREASURER’S REPORT (Spence Sunderland 
for Jim Huffman): The starting bank balance (as of 
11/01/21) was $42,561.69. $807.00 from membership 
dues was deposited. Checks were issued in Novem- 


ber of $24.00 to Oakstone (cookies) & $116 to Gerry 
Tebben (postage). In December, checks went to Bill 
Bierly, $400 for his presentation; $2,500 to Oakstone 
(club donation); $320.07 to the Petty’s (silver eagles 
& other Xmas party prizes); $3,029.58 to Heritage 
Golf Club (Xmas party)...leaving the ending bank 
balance (as of 12/31/21) at $36,979.04. Petty cash had 
a starting balance of $367.86, and with an increase of 
$14.05 from the November auction & $64.00 from 
November’s 50-50, the total petty cash amount came 
to $445.91. After payments of $5.38 for engraving & 
$20.00 for door prizes, the ending petty cash balance 
= $420.53. Jim reported recent deposits, not included 
in the end-of-year figures, of $700 from the Christmas 
party attendees, $6,014.58 from the Labor Day week- 
end OSCS, & $264 in membership dues. 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT (Spence Sunderland): 
Spence presented Chris Palmer with the club’s 2021 
President’s Award (as he had been recovering from 
surgery & wasn’t able to attend the Christmas party) 
& acknowledged Phil Chavrat as having the Best 
Presentation of 2021. Spence then opened the floor 
for nominations for three board members along with 
all of the executive committee officers. Board mem- 
bers Steve Rayburn, Loren Rittenhouse, & Bruce 
Smith were re-nominated. Steve Petty & Dan Carroll 
received nominations for president, Dan Carroll also 
was nominated for vice president, Chris Palmer for 
secretary, Jim Huffman for treasurer, & Roger Serrot 
for sergeant-at-arms. Nominations were not closed, 
but voting 1s scheduled to take place at the February 
meeting. Spence then showed us & talked about a let- 
ter he’d received from James G. Caldwell along with a 
1950 Ohio State Numismatic Society wooden nickel... 
the item will be going into the club’s archives. Lastly, 
Spence advised we need speakers for May - Novem- 
ber. 


COMMITTEE REPORTS: 


Membership - Garlene Smithson advised we had 
several new members, i.e. Tyler Fox (Youth), Jeff 
Smith & family, Leonard Mieth & his two sons (11 & 
15), & the Massullo family. and James Stoltz changed 
from a regular to Lifetime member. 


Awards - Geoff Gruend] presented Chris Palmer 
with two $50 bills, one for selling the most raffle tick- 
ets in 2020 & the other for the most sold in 2021. 


Show & Tell: Spence Sunderland passed around a 
set of tokens from a Strasbourg church that he’d vis- 


ited on his recent vacation; John Rieske had two coins 
struck by the nephews of Philaterus; John Roberts 
shared a large “medal” of a Peace dollar dated 1907 
that had been part of the exterior of the Dollar Savings 
Bank on Gay St. in Columbus; Bill Kamb updated us 
on his pennies search.
